With the decline of wealth in the low countries, 
the cultivation of these valuable Tulips was neg- 
lected and many of the finest varieties lost. But

‘They will then prove a source of 
continued satisfaction, as they are exceptionally hardy, and, if in congenial surroundings, will 
continue to grow and bloom for many years.

The beautiful Snowdrop is the first and most welcome of Spring flowers, appearing, as it does, 
before the snow is entirely off the ground. It is quickly followed by the brilliantly colored Crocuses 
and the charming Daffodils. Then comes the most gorgeous and beautiful of all—the Tulips and 
Hyacinths. These flower only from bulbs planted in the Fall. Many of the most beautiful, besides 
other equally fine varieties, may be grown indoors during Winter when flowers are most appreciated. 

We wish to call your especial attention to our Hardy Perennials, Rose Bushes, Shrubs, Fruits, 
etc., for Fall planting. The great advantages of Fall planting are being more fully recognized every 
year. In most cases it gains a whole year’s time in the flowering or fruiting of the plants, while 
many varieties, such as Peonies, must be planted in the Fall (or very early in the spring) for the best 
results. There is not a variety offered in this catalogue which, in almost every instance, would do 
vastly better if planted in the Fall than they would if planting was delayed until Spring, when the 
season is often such that it is impossible to plant early enough for best results. Then again, the 
rush of work in the Spring often delays important planting until too late. Hardy stock should be 
planted in the Fall, leaving for the Spring only work which cannot be done at any other season, We 


cannot too strongly urge the merits of Fall planting. : 
Orders may be placed at any time and the stock will be sent when in the right condition to bear 
transplanting. This will allow ample time to become well rooted before the ground is frozen. 


Our bulbs are, as usual, of first quality.

A FEW CULTURAL HINTS 


Sati We list only those varieties that are absolutely 
Varieties distinct and of real merit. The first bulbs to 
bloom are the pretty snowdrops, crocuses and scillas; then the 
showier hyacinths and beautiful daffodils (narcissus) ; all these 
elegant flowers to be followed by the dazzling tulips. The 
splendid diversity of colors and forms make bulb flowers most 
desirable, also, for cut-fiowers. Many of the bulbs continue 


blooming year after year. 

The larger part of the bulbs offered 
Outdoor Culture in this Catalogue are ready to ship 
by the second week in September. Planting may be done at any 
time from then until the first of January, where the ground re- 
mains unfrozen; but should be done as soon after the arrival 
of the bulbs as possible. A few sorts, which are noted, will be 
sent in October or November, when they mature. Any good 
well-drained soil will grow bulbs; it should be well spaded ; if 
it should be a heavy clay it is best to add sand and manure to 
make itloose; fresh manure is injurious; well-rotted cow ma- 
nure, sheep manure, or bone meal is preferable. The surface of 
the beds should be slightly raised at the center so that water 
will run off quicky, as bulbs are liable to rot if water stands on 
the beds. 

The bulbs themselves should be set from 3 to 12 inches apart, 
and from 2 to 8 inches deep, according to the size of the bulbs 
and the condition of the soil. The larger sized bulbs are plant- 
ed at the greatest depth. In heavy soils the average depth 
should be less. We cannot to strongly urge our customers to 
plant bulbs in quantity; they are much more effective so. In 
the autumn, when a hard crust is frozen on the top of the soil, 
cover the beds with about 4 inches of leaves; if coarse manure 
or straw is used, cover 6 inches; if leaves are used, throw on a 
little brush or earth to prevent blowing off. In localities where 


the ground does not freeze more than a slight crust they require 
no protection. In the spring, say March 1, remove half of the 
covering, and the balance of it as soon as the bulbs begin push- 


ing through the soil. 

For early flowers in the house, most 
Indoor Culture varieties should be potted in Septem- 
ber, and, for a succession of flowers, at intervals up to December. 
A very good soil for the growth of bulbs is composed of one 
half good garden soil and the remainder equal parts of well- 
rotted manure or leaf mould and sand well mixed together. 
The size of pots used depends on the size of the bulbs and the 
effect desired. For one hyacinth bulb or 6 tulips use a 5-inech 
pot. A very pretty effect is produced by putting three or more 
hyacinths, or six or more tulips of different colors in a 6-inch 
or 7-inch pot. Narcissus require about the same size pots as 
hyacinths; other bulbs likewise, according to their sizes. 

Some broken pieces of pots, pebbles or charcoal should be 
placed in the bottom of each pot for drainage. Fill the pots to 
the rim with soil, press the bulbs into it until they are covered, 
then press down the soil around the sides of the pot. After 
thoroughly soaking the soil and pot in water they should be 
placed in a cool; dark situation, so as to encourage a strong 
growth of roots before the bulbs start at the top. If set in the 
cellar they will need a little water every ten days. Also protect 
them from mice and rats. Insix to eight weeks they will have 
made sufficient root growth to admit of bringing to the 1 ght. 

Success in pot-culture of bulbs depends upon well-estab 
lished roots before the'tops are allowed to start. Now water 
freely, so that the soil may be moistened to the bottom of the 
pots. By bringing a few pots from the cellar to the light every 
week or so, a succession of flowers may be had for months, 
especially for Christmas and Easter.

The Hyacinth is among our most popular and 
beautiful flowering plants, either for indoor or out- 
door decoration. Its many desirable qualities are so 
well known that a lengthy description is unnecessary. 


Garden Culture—Planted outdoors they are one of 
the earliest and handsomest Spring flowers. The 
bulbs may be planted from September to the final 
freezing of the ground for the Winter. A sunny sit- 
uation and‘well enriched soil are essential to highest 
success. They should be set 6 to 8 inches apart, 
and 6 inches deep. Before the ground freezes hard, 
cover with leaves or coarse litter, as already advised 
in fe Few Cultural Hints’’ on page 1, which please 
consult. 


Culture in Pots—For some bright flowers in the 
_house in Winter, Hyacinths are almost indispensable. 
Procure solid, heavy bulbs; plant a single bulb in a 
5-inch pot, or several in a large pot or bulb pan.. Fill 
the pots with soil,.set away in a cool, dark place until 
thoroughly rooted, then place in a sunny window. 
Do: not try to force them into flower too soon; let 
‘them make roots for atleast 6 or 8 weeks, or even 
longer—the longer the time they: have for rooting the 
better the flowers will be. 
_ Culture in Glasses—The single-flowering varieties 
are best adapted for culture in glasses, and the choic- 
‘est named sorts’should always be used. Fill the 
glasses with soft water (keep full as it evaporates), so 
that the bottom of the bulb will just touch it. Keep 
in a dark, cool place until the roots are about 6 inches 
long, when they may.be brought into the light and 
warmth to bloom. ;

Peonies will do well in almost any kind of soil, but love a deep, rich loam, which should be thoroughly 
enriched by digging in deeply a liberal quantity of well-rotted manure. The crowns should be covered by at 
least three or four inches of soil. They are gross feeders, and to ensure the finest results they should be 
heavily top-dressed with manure each fall, digging it in in the Spring.
